Our Santa Pf ut Saintly 
No greater contrast can be imagined 
thau that between the ascetic and 
pious bishop of Myra and the Jolly 
divinity upon whom, without rhyme 
or proper reason, we have chosen to 
bestow his saintly name. 
Doubtless 
the gravo churchm an would have been 
not les* astonished than horrified if 
ho had known that for ages after his 
demise hi* identity would be mixed up 
with thnt of a heathen god— no m at­ 
ter how barmie** and almlabl# the 
character of the latter might be. 
Saint Nicholas, as has been made 
clear, is of Latin origin: he is of the 
Mediterranean.
